Mother’s Bible. 


Its Permanence 


(By Sam Morris who will be with 
us through Thanksgiving Day of 
Dallas Bible School). 


The Bible — the miraculous Bi- 
ble — the Book of all books — 
luminous with the light that dwell- 
eth not on land or sea — what is 
it —- whence cometh it — what 
qneans it? 

It has made and unmade nations. 
It has uprooted kingdoms and em- 
pires. It has diverted the mighty 
It has crumpled 
ancient faiths and superstitions. 
Because of it fell Pagan Rome. The 
antique systems of India and the 
Far East have bowed the r heads 
to its enlightened sway. 

China and the Orient now first 
awaken from .their sleep cf thrice 
a thousand years, and follow their 
sister nations of the Occident — 
whose feet are guided by one sole 
lamp — the sacred flame cf which 
was kindled by the inspired He- 
brew Prophets, and fed for ail 
time by the Lord and Master of 
the Golden Rule. 

Only ignorance scoffs at the Bi- 


ble!- The greatest rulers the 
greatest statesmen, the greatest 
“scholars — writers — orators 

scientists - gold ers and the 


untold millions of the common peo. 
ple, whose collective genius out- 


* weighs them all — have thrilled to 


its Divine Wisdom. 

Its lyrics of unfathomable ten- 
derness — its orations of compell- 
ing potency — its contemplative 
prose of ‘preternatural grandeur— 
have never been equaled. Its 
emotional depths and its intellec- 
tual heights make it, in the one 
and only Book of books, vouch- 
safed for the gyidance of man- 
kind through the ages. 

The Bible is composed of sixty- 
six books. It was originally writ- 
ten in several different languages, 
in different countries, over a period 
of about sixteen hundred years, by 
about forty different authors. These 
men varied in their circumstances 
and positions of life. David and 
Solomon were kings; Daniel and 
Nehemiah were statesmen; Isaiah, 
Ezekiel, Jeremiah and’ Zechariah 
were prophets; Ezra was a priest; 
Amos a herdsman; Moses was 
learned in all the wisdom of Egypt 

d was mighty in words and 
eeds; Paul, a converted Pharisee, 
was well grounded in Jewish law; 
James, Peter and John were “un- 


earned” and ignorant fishermen; 


Matthew was a tax-collector; Luke 
.was a physician. 

_ Many of these men never saw 
each other and as they wrote they 
did not know what the other had 
written. They represented different 
ages, different conditions, different 
classes and different complications 
of society. Kings, prophets, priests, 
statesmen, lawyers, doctors, mer- 
chants, herdsmen, toilers, tillers of 
the soil and fishermen; they came 
forth from palace or temple or of- 
fice or field or lake, and moved by 
the Holy Ghost, wrote the books 
in the Bible. Later generations 
gathered these books together and 
we have them bound in one book — 
the Bible. 

The Bible Itself tells us that It 
is living “and powerful, and sharp- 
er than any two-edged sword;”’ 
that It is a revealer or “discerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart.”. It is the “sword of the 
Spirit.” It is a “lamp unto my 
feet, and a light unto my path.” 
Tt is true from the beginning. It

Jesus declared: “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away; but my 
words shall not pass away” (Matt. 
24:35). 

Peter wrote: “All flesh is as 
grass, and all the glory of men 
ag the flower of grass. The grass 
withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away: but the word of the 
Lord endureth forever” (I Peter 
1:24, 25y. 

Those statements were written 


rns two thousand years ago. It 


was no idle boast. Nearly two 
millenniums have come and gone. 
Centuries have followed centuries. 
Empires have risen and fallen and 
are forgotten. Dynasties have suc- 
ceeded dynasties. Kings have been 
crowned and uncrowned. Civiliza- 
tions have changed, rechanged and 
perished. But the Word of God 
still stands. 

“Speech may change and cus- 
toms may change and men may 
change, but God’s truth, never!”’ 

Emperors have decreed the Bi- 
ble’s extermination. Atheists have 
railed at it. Agnostics have smiled 
cynically upon it. Profane and 
prayerless lips have pouted at it. 
Higher critics have carped at its 
claims of inspiration. Modernists 
have moved heaven and earth to 


‘disprove its miracles. Materialists 


have ignored its spiritual claims. 
Radicals have ranted and raved 
over it. Scoffers have scorned its 
promises. Free thinkers have de- 
rided it. Devotees of folly have 
denounced it. Infidels have pre- 
dicted its abandonment. ““The whis- 
key vendor and the slave driver 
and the money grabber have all in 
turn sought by garbled passages 
and isolated sentences to justify 
their rascality by the Word of 
God.”’ 

Dr. R. G. Lee has well said, “All

Dr. David James Burrell, who 


had such a notable ministry as pas- 
tor of the Collegiate Reformed 
Church at Fifth Avenue and 
Twenty-Ninth Street in New York 
and was the author of so many fine 
volumes of sermons, tells us in one 
of them this experience. He writes: 

“One of the early memories of 
my boyhood is of a dear father 
whose faith was for many years 
reposed in Paine’s Age of Reason. 
One winter’s day as I stood beside 
my mother’s knee, he entered the 
room with that book in hand, and 
throwing it into the’ fire, said 
simply, ‘Wife, there’s an end of it.’ 
That night he took down the old 
family Bible and gathered his sons 
and daughters about him in prayer. 
His last years were spent in simple 
faith in the veracity of God’s 
Word. On my leaving home to at- 
tend school his last injunction was, 
‘Be true to the Good Book.’ Long 
afterward, when I was summoned 
by telegraph to come and pray with

‘That night I preached on Facing 
the Pierced Jesus, from the Scrip- 
ture in John 19:33-37, ending with 
the verse, “They shall look on him 
whom they pierced.”

by their sins, have pierced. Then 
it was made clear that as the apos- 
tles in the upper room were com- 
forted and made glad when Jesus 
said, “Peace be unto you,” and 
showed them His hands and His 
side the day cof His resurrection 
(John 20:19, 20), so all the saints 
of God would rejoice forever in 
the wounds of our Saviour that 


us of eternal redemption! Some 


were saved and all of us were made | 


happy by the manifestation cf the 
Spirit’s power. 

In the balcony an earnest ‘Chr s- 
tian, Mrs. Spurlin, spoke to one 
or two of the class, asking them 
if they had been born again, and 
if not, if they would not like to 
go forward.to surrender to»Him 
and trust Him and claim Him open- 
ly as Saviour. A young woman 
said rather angrily, “I don’t be- 
lieve what he preached!” When 
Mrs. Spurlin said, “Why not? He 
read it out of the Bible. What is 
there you do not believe?” She 
replied, “How does he know he will 
see Jesus as he says?” 


As the whispered discussicn con- 
tinued an eighteen year old lad, 
who had been saved in the services 
eight days before in answer to 
prayer and who now wants to be 
a preacher, said to the group, “Sup- 
pose you come in this room with 
me and I will tell you what the 
Lord has done for me.” So he led 
them into a near-by room, had 
them seated and proceeded to give 
them his testimony, how he had 
been stubborn, bitter, rebellious 
and running with a rather wild 
crowd until that afternoon when he 
came to tell me he was ready now 
to come to meet his Saviour, and 
then had gone to the telephone to 
call up his former cronies to say 
he could not be with them Sunday 
night but would be in the revival 
since he was now a Christian. 


The pastor was dealing with the 
new converts, carefully showing 
them the Scriptures, answering 
their questions, assuring them with 
the Word of God, making sure of 
their full surrender and _ trust. 
When he was through he learned 
what was taking place in the up- 
stairs room and fearful lest the 
psychology class should ask ques- 
tions a new convert could not an- 
swer he went to the young man’s 
aid. But it was a chastened and 
reverent class of psychology stu- 
dents who came down the stairs 
and met me at the foot. And the 
young woman who had talked so 
sharply saying she did not believe 
what I preached told me, “Yes, I 
believe in the Bible and in Christ 
like you do!”’ 

Dear reader, the gospel of Jesus 
Christ and the wonderful things it 
does in the human heart has noth- 
ing to fear from the investigation 
of open-hearted scientists. Philip, 
the ignorant convert said _ to 
haughty, unbelieving Nathaniel, 
“Come and see!” And when he 
came to Jesus his doubts were dis- 
solved and he said, “Rabbi, thou 
art the Son of God; thou art the 
King of Israel” (John 1:49). The 
accuracy of the Bible, regeneration, 
the work of the Holy Spirit and 
the power of God in revivals are 
scientific facts. They are not 
vagaries, they are not supersti- 


tions nor delusions of ignorant peo. |° 


ple. The conclusions of science 
often prove guesses, suppositions, 
hypotheses, theories, and they 
change with new discoveries, new 
opinions and new men. But the un- 
changing Word of God shall stand 
forever, and the facts of sin, death, 
Hell;‘ judgment, atonement, salva- 
tion and forgiveness of sins are 
eternal verities that can never be 


changed. I thank God that a new 


convert a week old can say “I 
know whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day” (II 
Timothy 1:12), and “we know that 
we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren”’ 
(I John 3:14). 

The St. Paul revival closed with 
eleven* people coming forward 
Wednesday night, November 2, five 
new converts and six for church 
membership, I believe, in a happy 
triumphant service. The pastor, 
Rev. W. H. Murk, told me that 
fourteen others were already ap- 
proved for baptism to be baptized 
the coming Sunday night and that 
doubtless others of the new con- 
verts would be ready for baptism 
and membership right away. Al- 
ready twenty-nine had been bap- 
tized. 

The association with Temple 
Baptist Church and the dear pastor 
and family and workers was a 
great joy. They are doing a noble 
work in down-town St. Paul and 
it is our earnest prayer that God 
will multiply their zeal and power 
and opportunity to His own glory 
and make that a lighthouse to the 
hundreds of thousands in that area 


who do not know Christ in salva- 
tion.

Aipha and 
Omega are the first and last letters 
of the Greek alphabet. Alpha and 
alphabet are related roots. We 
sometimes use the expression 
“from A to Z,” and when. we do so 
we include all the letters between 
— the whole alphabet. So Jesus 
Christ is Alpha and Omega, and 
all the letters between — He is 
truly the Alphabet of God. 

And what is an alphabet? It is 
a strange and puzzling thing in 
any language. It is made up of 
twisted, unintelligible, grotesque 
shapes we call letters. How bewil- 
dering to us are the hieroglyphics 
of the Chinese! And you may be 
sure that the crooks and curves, 
the dots and dashes of our Anglo- 
Saxon alphabet are just as bewil- 
dering to him. Of course letters 
are not strange to the one who 
can read them. Two men stand be. 
fore the Moabite stone, which is 
covered with writing. To one those 
letters are nothing but blots and 
scrawl and scribble. To the other,
